1.  Osvita  Conference  Proceedings 

The  proceedings  of  the  sixth 
Ukrainian  Canadian  conference  held  in 
November  1982  on  the  Ukrainian 
bilingual  programme  are  available  in  a 
paperback  edition  entitled  Osvita: 
Ukrainian  Bilingual  Education.  The 
volume  is  edited  by  Dr.  Manoly  R. 

Lupul,  CIUS  director.  The  eighteen 
research-based  articles  examine  the 
teaching  of  Ukrainian  in  partial-immersion 
classrooms  in  western  Canada.  Topics 
include  methodology,  curriculum 
development,  the  application  of 
technology,  parental  expectations,  the 
concerns  and  attitudes  of  teachers, 
evaluation,  the  relative  roles  of  the 
home  and  school,  the  likely  effects  of 
intermarriage  on  future  enrollment  and 
the  politics  of  the  programme  in  a 
multicultural  setting.  The  articles 
constitute  the  first  major  study  of  the 
problems  and  achievements  of  Ukrainian 
bilingual  and  bicultural  education, 
introduced  in  1974  in  Alberta  and  in 
1979  in  Manitoba.  The  268-page  volume 
is  priced  at  $9.95. 


2.  Ukraine's  Impact  on  Imperial  Russia 

Based  on  original  research  in  the 
archives  of  Moscow  and  Leningrad,  the 
study  entitled  The  Ukrainian  Impact  on 
Russian  Culture  1750-1850  is  by  Dr. 
David  Saunders,  lecturer  in  history  at 
the  University  of  Newcastle  upon  Tyne, 
England.  The  monograph  sheds  new  light 
on  the  role  played  in  Russian  cultural 


development  by  those  Ukrainians  who 
chose  to  identify  themselves  with  the 
Russian  Empire.  In  a wide-ranging,  richly 
detailed  analysis,  the  author  shows  how 
Ukrainian  educators,  writers,  journalists, 
scholars  and  political  figures  modified 
Russian  understanding  of  what  it  meant 
to  be  Russian,  thereby  preventing  them 
from  becoming  wholly  dependent  on 
contemporary  western  Europe.  The 
415-page  volume  is  available  in  cloth 
and  paperback  and  is  priced  at  $19.95 
and  $14.95  respectively. 


3.  Ivan  Maistrenko's  Memoirs 

Entitled  Istoriia  moho  poko/innia. 
Spohady  uchasnyka  revo/iutsiinykh  podii 
v Ukraini  (The  History  of  My 
Generation:  Memoirs  of  a Participant  in 
the  Revolutionary  Events  in  Ukraine),  the 
reminiscences  of  Ivan  Maistrenko,  who 
died  in  1984  at  the  age  of  eighty-five, 
discuss  the  national-liberation  struggle  in 
Ukraine  during  the  1917-20  revolution, 
the  various  'national  communist'  political 
currents  and  the  Ukrainization  process  in 
the  1920s,  the  wave  of  purges  and 
Stalin's  labour  camps  in  the  1930s  and 
Maistrenko's  experiences  during  the 
Second  World  War  as  administrator  of 
the  Ukrainian  Bandurist  Chorus.  The 
416-page  volume  (in  Ukrainian)  is 
available  in  cloth  and  paperback  and  is 
priced  at  $29.95  and  $19.95 
respectively.

RARE  UKRAINIAN  DICTIONARIES 
ACQUIRED 

In  January  1985,  the  Canadian 
Institute  of  Ukrainian  Studies,  jointly  with 
the  Department  of  Slavic  and  East 
European  Studies,  acquired  copies  of  a 
microfilm  collection  of  rare  Ukrainian 
terminological  dictionaries  in  the 
possession  of  Mr.  Mykhailo  Pezhansky, 
a lexicographer  residing  in  Long  Island 
City,  New  York. 

The  collection,  which  consists  of 
55  works  on  27  reels  of  microfilm, 
was  donated  to  the  University  of 
Alberta  Library  and  has  now  been 
catalogued.  It  includes  many  works 
produced  during  the  period  of  intense 
lexicographic  activity  in  the  Ukrainian 
SSR  in  the  1920s  and  early  1930s. 

With  the  onset  of  Russification,  these 
items  became  bibliographic  rarities.  The 
collection  also  includes  dictionaries 
published  in  Western  Ukraine,  Germany, 
Austria,  Poland,  Czechoslovakia  and  the 
United  States.  A complete  listing  is 
given  below:

SHEVCHENKO  LECTURE  1985 

The  1985  Shevchenko  Lecture  was 
delivered  on  13  March  by  Mr.  Radoslav 
Zuk,  a prominent  architect  and 
professor  in  the  School  of  Architecture, 
McGill  University,  Montreal.  His  topic 
was  "Ukrainian  Tradition  and  the 
Twentieth  Century." 
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Mr.  Zuk  began  by  stressing  the 
richness  of  Ukrainian  traditions 
associated  with  major  feast  days, 
special  events,  food  and  household 
decoration.  He  went  on  to  consider 
these  in  the  context  of  other, 
non-Ukrainian  traditions.  Many  aspects  of 
Ukrainian  tradition,  which  developed  out 
of  a specific  way  of  life,  are  no 
longer  part  of  everyday  existence  and 
can  be  seen  only  in  museums  and  on 
special  occasions. 

The  concept  of  tradition  can  be 
broken  down  into  three  general 
categories.  There  are  primary  traditions, 
which  deal  with  birth,  death,  marriage, 
religion,  seasonal  cycles  and  the  like. 
Because  they  are  practised  seldom, 
these  traditions  are  the  most  stable. 

Daily  traditions  are  revealed  in  the  type 
of  food,  clothing,  shelter  and  activities 
that  pertain  to  everyday  life.  They  are 
subject  to  change  because  of  economic 
pressure,  circumstance  and  fashion. 
Finally,  there  are  specific  traditions 
involving  specialized  education  and 
entertainment.  These  latter  traditions, 
cultivated  by  particular  interest  groups, 
become  the  measure  of  the  groups' 
level  of  enlightenment,  which  implies  the 
ability  to  appreciate  the  transcendental 
aspects  of  human  life  expressed  in 
great  works  of  art,  science  and 
technology.  The  cultivation  of  such 
traditions  requires  not  only  education 
but  also  intellectual  and  emotional 
adventurousness.  The  strength  of  each 
category  of  traditions  depends  on  the 
number  and  commitment  of  those  who 
uphold  them. 

Every  tradition  arises  out  of 
specific  circumstances,  becomes 
ritualized  and  is  passed  on  to  the  next 
generation.  Unless  it  is  capable  of 
adapting  to  new  circumstances,  it 
becomes  petrified  and  removed  from 
life.  The  growth  of  tradition,  by 
contrast,  implies  development, 
enrichment,  adaptability  of  form  and 
reaching  out  for  new  levels  of 
excellence. 


In  Canada  today,  asserted  Mr.  Zuk, 
few  primary  Ukrainian  traditions  have 
retained  their  original  meaning:  most 
have  become  decorative  and 
commercialized.  Daily  traditions  have,  for 
the  most  part,  fallen  into  disuse.  Some 
of  the  specific  traditions,  such  as 
choral  concerts,  folk  dance  and  popular 
music,  remain  vigorous.  On  the  other 
hand,  such  activities  as  theatre 
productions,  opera,  symphony  concerts 
and  solo  recitals  have  developed  no 
strong  tradition,  since  the  level  of 
enlightenment  required  to  maintain  them 
is  limited  to  isolated  individuals.  In 
education  and  art  collecting,  which 
depend  on  the  initiative  of  individuals 
and  small  groups,  Ukrainian  Canadians 
can  boast  a number  of  serious 
achievements.  Ukrainian  institutions, 
however,  are  markedly  remiss  in 
commissioning  artists  of  stature  to 
produce  large-scale  murals  or  sculptural 
mosaics  to  decorate  their  buildings.  In 
architecture,  with  a few  notable 
exceptions,  two  negative  trends  prevail: 
new  churches  tend  to  be  copies  of 
historical  models,  while  secular  buildings 
are  of  poor  quality  and  do  not  reflect 
a unique  Ukrainian  character. 

Ukrainians  appear  to  have  been 
convinced,  and  to  have  convinced 
themselves,  that  the  only  traditions 
which  can  be  truly  Ukrainian  are  the 
primary  and  daily  ones.  These,  however, 
are  divorced  from  contemporary  life, 
since  they  represent  the  agrarian  past. 
There  is  also  a prevalent  conviction  that 
in  architecture,  theatre  and  music  only 
archaic,  preferably  folkloric,  forms  can 
be  considered  part  of  Ukrainian 
tradition.  Furthermore,  there  is  an 
unspoken  belief  that  contemporary 
forms  of  life  and  art  are  somehow 
neutral  and  international  in  character; 
that  they  need  not  be  specifically 
Ukrainian.  This  attitude  has  often 
resulted  in  the  community's  unwitting 
expulsion  of  talented  artists  who  could 
find  no  outlet  for  their  creativity  in  the 
Ukrainian  milieu  and  went  on  to  enrich 
foreign  cultures  with  their  innovative 
achievements. 
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Concentration  on  primary  and  daily 
traditions  has  led  Ukrainians  to  overlook 
certain  specific  traditions  that  once 
flourished  in  their  midst.  Mr.  Zuk 
discussed  two  of  these:  the  tradition  of 
domestic  music-making,  which  was 
frequently  on  a high  level,  and  the 
architectural  tradition  expressed  in  the 
imposing,  often  palatial  residences  built 
by  the  Cossack  nobility  and  its 
descendants  in  Ukraine  in  the  eighteenth 
and  nineteenth  centuries. 

Of  the  specific  Ukrainian  traditions, 
perhaps  the  most  splendid  is  that  of 
church  architecture.  Its  strength  and 
vitality  lies  in  the  fact  that  church 
architecture  in  Ukraine  has  been  an 
evolving,  creative  process  which  has 
manifested  itself  in  a rich  variety  of 
styles.  For  this  reason,  Ukrainian 
churches  have  often  been  works  of  art 
which  contributed  significantly  to 
international  trends  in  architecture.  This 
example,  concluded  Mr.  Zuk, 
demonstrates  that  Ukrainian  cultural 
traditions  can  remain  vital  in  the 
contemporary  world  if  the  work  of 
creative  individuals  is  supported  by  a 
community  which  recognizes  the  need 
to  adapt  historical  forms  to  current 
conditions. 


MAP  EXHIBITION  COMMEMORATES 
PROFESSOR  RUDNYTSKY 

A major  exhibition  of  seventeenth- 
and  eighteenth-century  maps  of  Ukraine 
opened  19  April  at  the  Ring  House 
Gallery,  University  of  Alberta.  The 
exhibition  was  organized  to 
commemorate  the  memory  of  the  late 
Professor  I.  L.  Rudnytsky,  who  passed 
away  on  25  April  1984.  The  maps 
which  constituted  the  core  of  the 
exhibit  were  from  the  Rudnytsky 
Collection  recently  bequeathed  to  the 
University  of  Alberta.  These  were 
supplemented  with  maps  from  the 
University  Map  Collection  and  from 
private  collections  in  Alberta.  Also  on 
display  were  selected  titles  from 
another  part  of  the  bequest,  the 
Rudnytsky  library.  An  exquisite  poster 


and  descriptive  catalogue  were  produced 
exclusively  for  the  exhibition  and  are 
available  through  Ring  House  Gallery. 

The  exhibition  was  sponsored  by  a 
number  of  institutions  and  departments 
at  the  University  of  Alberta,  including 
CIUS. 

The  opening  was  well  attended  by 
members  of  the  university  and  the 
Ukrainian  community  at  large.  The 
Minister  of  Municipal  Affairs,  Hon.  Julian 
Koziak,  presented  a cheque  at  the  event 
in  the  amount  of  $53,000  to  the 
University  Library  on  behalf  of  the 
government  of  Alberta  to  equal  the 
value  of  the  Rudnytsky  Collection.  Mr. 
Alan  Rutkowski  (University  Library)  and 
Mr.  Bohdan  Kordan,  CIUS  research 
associate,  were  instrumental  in  obtaining 
the  matching  grant  and  having  it 
earmarked  solely  for  Ukrainian 
acquisitions. 


EIGHTH  CIUS  CONFERENCE  ON 
UKRAINIAN  CANADIANS  HELD 

On  2-4  May  a conference  on 
"Continuity  and  Change:  The  Cultural  Life 
of  Alberta's  First  Ukrainians"  was  held 
at  the  Ukrainian  Cultural  Heritage  Village, 
forty  kilometres  east  of  Edmonton  on 
Highway  16.  The  conference  featured 
papers  which  drew  primarily  on  folklore 
and  ethnography  in  historical  perspective 
designed  to  assist  Historic  Sites  Service 
in  Alberta  with  the  development  of  the 
Ukrainian  Village  as  a "living"  open-air 
museum.  The  conference  was  sponsored 
jointly  by  CIUS  and  Alberta  Culture  and 
was  attended  by  approximately 
seventy-five  individuals. 

The  papers  can  be  divided  into 
three  categories:  those  that  dealt  with 
the  theory  of  continuity  and  change, 
those  (the  majority)  which  discussed  the 
living  conditions  and  customs  of  the 
Ukrainian  pioneers  who  settled  the  large 
bloc  settlement  in  east  central  Alberta, 
and  those  which  presented  the  theory 
and  practice  of  the  "open-air"  museum. 

It  is  the  institute's  intention  to  publish 
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the  proceedings  once  they  have  been 
suitably  edited. 


BUKACHEVSKA-PASTUSHENKO 
ENDOWMENT  ESTABLISHES  ARCHIVAL 
FUND 

In  May  Mrs.  Stephania 
Bukachevska-Pastushenko  of  Toronto 
donated  $100,000  to  the  Canadian 
Foundation  for  Ukrainian  Studies  to 
establish  an  endowment  fund  for 
archival  fellowships  to  be  awarded  by 
the  Canadian  Institute  of  Ukrainian 
Studies.  The  main  purpose  of  the 
fellowships  is  to  collect  archives  and 
especially  to  assist  existing  archival 
institutions  to  catalogue  their  Ukrainian 
or  Ukrainian  Canadian  holdings.  Beginning 
in  1987,  at  least  one  Bukachevska- 
Pastushenko  Archival  Fellowship  will  be 
awarded  annually  to  university  students 
or  graduates  willing  to  pursue  archival 
work.  The  latter  may  include  the 
collection  of  primary  source  materials  in 
art  and  folklore  and  samples  of 
language  development  gained  through 
linguistic  field  work. 

Mrs.  Bukachevska-Pastushenko  was 
born  in  Ukraine  at  Skala,  near  the 
Zbruch  River,  Galicia.  After  completing  a 
teacher's  course  in  the  seminary  of  the 
Basilian  Sisters  in  Stanyslaviv,  she  taught 
in  Konin,  Poland,  until  1944  when  she 
left  for  Germany,  from  where  she 
emigrated  to  Canada  in  1948.  On  her 
first  job  in  a Canadian  hospital  she 
earned  25  cents  per  hour.  Widowed  in 
January  1979,  Mrs.  Bukachevska- 
Pastushenko  presently  lives  in  the  St. 
Demetrius  home  for  elderly  citizens  in 
Toronto.  The  endowment  is  dedicated  to 
the  memory  of  her  mother,  who  valued 
learning  and  encouraged  a knowledge  of 
one's  own  heritage.  It  is  Mrs. 
Bukachevska-Pastushenko 's  intent  to 
assist  scholars  to  study  the  Ukrainian 
heritage  by  encouraging  the  collection 
and  preservation  of  the  archival  holdings 
on  which  scholarly  work  depends.

PROFESSOR  STRUK  AND  STAFF  AT 
SARCELLES 

During  the  months  of  June  and 
July,  Dr.  Danylo  H.  Struk  and  three 
members  of  his  staff  from  the 
Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine  Project  Office 
at  the  University  of  Toronto  joined 
Professor  Volodymyr  Kubijovyc, 
editor-in-chief,  and  other  members  of 
the  encyclopedia's  editorial  board  based 
in  Sarcelles,  France,  in  a concentrated 
effort  to  prepare  the  entries  for  the 
second  volume  of  the  alphabetical 
Encyclopedia  of  Ukraine,  which  is 
scheduled  to  appear  in  the  fall  1987. 
The  first  volume  (A-F)  appeared  late  in 
October  1984  and  was  practically 
sold-out  by  Christmas.  A second  printing 


will  be  available  in  September.  The 
members  of  Professor  Struk's  team 
who  accompanied  him  were  Mr.  Roman 
Senkus  (chief  manuscript  editor).  Dr. 
Taras  Zakydalsky  (translator)  and  Ms. 
Roma  Yanchinski  (researcher).  The  costs 
of  the  two-month  stay  in  Sarcelles 
were  borne  by  the  Canadian  Foundation 
for  Ukrainian  Studies. 


PROFESSOR  POTICHNYJ  HONOURED  BY 
HEILONGJIANG  UNIVERSITY 

Dr.  Peter  J.  Potichnyj,  Department 
of  Political  Science,  McMaster  University, 
Hamilton,  Ontario,  was  recently  honoured 
by  Heilongjiang  University,  which  is 
located  in  the  city  of  Harbin, 

Heilongjiang  province.  People's  Republic 
of  China.  Dr.  Potichnyj  participated  in 
two  scholarly  visits  to  China,  the  first 
in  1979  with  Drs.  Bohdan  R.  Bociurkiw 
(Carleton  University)  and  the  late  Borys

As  a result  of  the  contacts, 
McMaster  University  has  recently  been 
the  recipient  of  several  exchange 
scholars  in  Soviet  studies,  whose 
influence  has  led  Dr.  Potichnyj  to 
assume  supervision  in  July  1983  of  a 
project  to  develop  a Ukrainian-Chinese 
dictionary.  To  date,  the  institute  has 
contributed  $22,500  toward  the  project. 
The  dictionary  will  contain  25,000 
entries  and  approximately  1,500,000 
Chinese  characters.  The  prestigious 
Shanwu  Press  of  Beijing  will  publish  the 
dictionary,  which  is  scheduled  to  appear 
late  in  1986  or  early  in  1987.  The 
dictionary  will  complement  the  "Great 
Russian-Chinese  Dictionary"  and  the 
"Soviet  Encyclopedic  Dictionary," 
produced  earlier  by  the  Centre  for 
Soviet  Studies  at  Heilongjiang  University. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
Alberta  and  Heilongjiang  provinces  are 
twinned  and  that  the  University  of 
Alberta  and  Heilongjiang  University  have 
an  exchange  agreement.  The  institute's 
indirect  contacts  with  Heilongjiang 
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through  the  dictionary  project  reinforce 
the  close  ties  between  Alberta  and 
Heilongjiang. 


NEW  WORK  ON  UKRAINIAN  SOCIETY 
AND  POLITICS 

Dr.  Bohdan  Krawchenko's 
monograph.  Social  Change  and  National 
Consciousness  in  T wentieth-Century 
Ukraine,  was  released  this  summer  by 
Macmillan  Press  in  Britain  and  St. 
Martin's  Press  in  the  U.S.A.  The  work 
examines  the  effects  of  social  and 
political  change  on  the  national 
consciousness  of  Ukrainian  workers, 
peasants,  the  intelligentsia  and  political 
elite  from  the  turn  of  this  century  to 
the  mid-1970s.  Based  on  extensive 
research,  it  is  the  first  comprehensive 
social  history  of  Soviet  Ukraine.

THE  NEPORANY  POSTDOCTORAL 
FELLOWSHIP 

Mr.  J.  Marko  Bojcun  has  been 
awarded  the  1985-6  Neporany 
Postdoctoral  Fellowship  by  the  Canadian 
Foundation  for  Ukrainian  Studies.  The 
award  is  made  annually  on  the 
recommendation  of  CIUS  and  is  in  the 
amount  of  $17,500  plus  research  and 
travel  costs  ($2,320  in  1985-6).  The 
fellowship  may  be  held  at  any  Canadian 
university  that  is  a recognized  centre  of 
Ukrainian  studies.  It  is  furnished  out  of 
the  endowed  ($200,000)  Education  Fund 
established  by  Osyp  and  Josaphat 
Neporany  of  Toronto  in  1976  and 
willed  to  the  foundation  "for 
scholarships,  bursaries,  postdoctoral 
studies  and  research  grants  in  the  areas 
of  political  science,  economics  and 
related  fields." 

Mr.  Bojcun  obtained  his  Ph.D.  in 
political  science  from  York  University  at 
Spring  Convocation  1985.  He  was  born 
in  Australia  in  1951  and  obtained  his 


B.A.  from  the  University  of  Toronto 
(1973)  and  his  M.Litt.  from  the 
University  of  Glasgow  (1976).  As  is  the 
case  with  all  holders  of  the  Neporany 
fellowship,  Mr.  Bojcun  will  prepare  his 
doctoral  study,  "The  Working  Class  and 
the  National  Question  in  Ukraine, 
1880-1920,”  for  possible  publication  as 
a monograph  by  CIUS.

Seminars 


ANDRIY  NAHACHEWSKY 

The  first  seminar  of  the  winter 
term  was  given  on  25  January  by  Mr. 
Nahachewsky,  a graduate  student  of 
Ukrainian  folklore  in  the  Department  of 
Slavic  and  East  European  Studies, 
University  of  Alberta.  On  the  basis  of 
several  visits  to  Ukraine  and  extensive 
experience  in  Canada,  Mr.  Nahachewsky 
compared  Ukrainian  dance  in  the  two 
countries. 

In  1977,  on  his  first  visit  to 
Ukraine,  Mr.  Nahachewsky  attended  the 
month-long  Kiev  summer  dance 
workshop.  Subsequently  he  attended 
concerts  in  Chernivtsi  (as  part  of  the 
exchange  between  Chernivtsi  University 
and  the  University  of  Saskatchewan),  and 
in  1980-81  he  studied  dance  instruction 
at  the  Kiev  Institute  of  Culture  for  nine 
months. 

Mr.  Nahachewsky  discussed  four 
themes  pertaining  to  Ukrainian  dance: 
historical  orientation,  size  and  status, 
choreography  and  movement  sets. 

Ukrainian  dance  began  as  a 
recreational  phenomenon  and  was  first 
brought  to  the  stage  in  a production  of 
Natalka  Po/tavka  in  1819.  In  Canada, 
Ukrainian  pioneers  danced  socially,  but 
did  not  engage  in  theatrical  dancing  until 
Vasyl  Avramenko  began  a large-scale 
programme  of  dance  instruction  for 
amateurs  in  the  mid- 1920s.  Avramenko's 
motivation  was  nationalist:  he  wanted  to 
show  that  Ukrainians  had  a proud 
cultural  tradition  in  which  they  all 
participated.  In  Ukraine,  by  contrast,  the 
professionalization  of  dance  since  the 
1930s  has  led  to  the  dominance  of 
esthetic  values  in  dance  instruction. 
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In  Canada  today,  there  are 
approximately  170  Ukrainian  dance 
groups  with  a membership  of  about 
10,000.  In  Ukraine,  the  number  of 
dancers  is  estimated  at  150,000,  their 
activities  are  given  considerable  state 
support.  Funding  depends  on  group 
performance  in  competitions.  In  Canada, 
by  the  time  a dancer  reaches  the  age 
of  25,  he  has  usually  become  a 
member  of  the  best  regional  ensemble 
and  attained  the  peak  of  his  career.  In 
Ukraine,  a dancer  of  that  age  can 
continue  to  develop  as  a professional. 

The  performance  of  folk  dances  is 
a basic  element  of  choreography  in 
both  countries,  but  regional  dances  are 
much  better  represented  in  the  Soviet 
Ukrainian  repertoire.  Thematic  dancing 
also  flourishes  in  both  countries,  the 
major  difference  being  the  content  of 
the  dances.  Unfortunately,  most  Canadian 
choreographers  lack  training  and  quit  at 
an  early  age. 

Differences  between  Canadian  and 
Soviet  "body  language"  give  rise  to 
differences  in  standard  dance  steps  and 
movement  sets.  Most  such  differences 
are  subtle  but  readily  apparent  to 
professionals. 

Mr.  Nahachewsky  concluded  with 
several  reflections  about  Soviet  Ukrainian 
influence  on  Ukrainian  Canadian  dance. 
Many  Canadian  groups  were  formed 
under  the  stimulus  of  Soviet  concert 
performances  in  this  country,  and  the 
Soviet  influence  is  probably 
underestimated.  Mr.  Nahachewsky 
endorsed  learning  from  the  best 
choreographers  in  Ukraine,  as  well  as 
from  the  rich  (and  underutilized)  store 
of  ethnographic  data  available  there,  but 
cautioned  against  mere  copying.  A 
number  of  Soviet  emigre  instructors 
have  failed  to  adapt  to  Canadian 
conditions,  with  unfortunate  results  for 
their  pedagogical  work.  Also,  the 
forced  "internationalization"  of  dance  in 
Ukraine  harms  authenticity.  The 
bureaucratic  structure  of  dance 
instruction  has  damaged  the  profession 
in  Ukraine,  leading  to  the  advancement 


of  careerists  rather  than  talented 
performers.  Finally,  dance  in  Ukraine 
suffers  from  artistic  rigidity:  Virsky's 
choreography  is  regarded  as  a norm 
from  which  departures  are  not 
encouraged.  Ukrainian  dance  in  Canada, 
concluded  Mr.  Nahachewsky,  should  be 
enriched,  not  inhibited,  by  contact  with 
Ukraine. 


VIVIAN  C.  OLENDER 

The  second  seminar  of  the  winter 
term  was  given  on  22  February  by  Dr. 
Olender,  a theologian  and  church 
historian,  who  held  the  Neporany 
Postdoctoral  Fellowship  in  1984-5.  Her 
topic  was  "Presbyterian  Home  Missions 
to  Ukrainians  as  Agencies  of 
Assimilation,  1901-25." 

In  the  early  decades  of  the 
twentieth  century,  explained  Dr.  Olender, 
Canadian  Presbyterians  supported  a 
providential  view  of  history,  which  was 
reinforced  by  the  Social  Darwinism  and 
Anglo-Saxon  supremacism  popular  among 
Anglo  Canadians.  The  image  of 
dominant,  self-reliant  Anglo-Saxons, 
hardened  by  a northern  climate,  was 
contrasted  with  that  of  weak, 
effeminate,  lazy  southern  and  eastern 
Europeans.  Protestantism,  with  its 
simple,  dignified  services  and  church 
buildings  symbolizing  moral  strength,  was 
counterposed  to  ritualistic  Catholicism, 
whose  laity  was  considered  subject  to 
clericalism  and  priestly  rule. 

Because  of  the  popularity  of  these 
myths,  Anglo  Canadians  were 
ethnocentric  in  their  attitude  to 
non-British  immigrants.  The  middle-class 
Presbyterian  church,  animated  by  this 
spirit,  supported  a policy  of  assimilation 
for  Continental  Europeans  and  French 
Canadians.  Furthermore,  this  church 
aspired  to  become  the  leading 
assimilative  force  on  the  prairies.  Home 
missionaries  approached  numerous  ethnic 
groups  in  western  Canada,  but  more 
than  half  of  them  --  28  out  of  52  — 
were  assigned  to  work  with  Ukrainians. 
The  traditional  Ukrainian  churches  were 
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condemned  not  only  because  they  were 
considered  to  preach  a false  gospel, 
but  also  because  they  fostered  the 
Ukrainian  language  and  culture.  Fearing 
that  Ukrainians,  isolated  in  bloc 
settlements,  might  remain  impervious  to 
Anglo  influence  and  develop  into  a 
political  threat,  the  Presbyterians 
resolved  to  assimilate  them  as  quickly 
as  possible. 

The  ideals  that  were  to  be  the 
foundation  of  the  Presbyterian  West 
were  temperance,  Sabbatarianism, 
uplifting  and  clean  amusements,  proper 
sanitation,  and  capitalism.  Ukrainian 
parties,  weddings  and  christenings  were 
seen  as  a threat,  since  they  were  held 
on  Sundays  and  accompanied  by  drinking 
and  carousing.  The  liberal  use  of  onions 
and  garlic  in  Ukrainian  cuisine,  as  well 
as  the  pioneer  practice  of  eating  all 
food  with  spoons,  were  decried  as 
unsanitary.  Ukrainians  were  considered 
simple,  childish  people  easily  led  astray 
by  anti-capitalist  labour  agitators  and 
anarchists. 

In  order  to  counteract  such 
tendencies  and  carry  out  their 
programme  of  assimilation,  the 
Presbyterians  established  a network  of 
hospitals,  nursing  stations  and  school 
homes  in  Ukrainian  bloc  settlements. 
These  institutions  were  staffed  by 
middle-class  Anglo  Canadian  missionaries, 
most  of  whom  were  recruited  from 
Ontario.  The  church  was  keenly  aware 
that  its  provision  of  medical  and 
educational  services  would  open  the 
door  to  proselytization,  which  was 
carried  out  most  intensively. 

Missionary  work  began  in  Manitoba, 
expanding  into  Alberta  in  1907.  After 
the  first  decade  of  missionary  work 
and  proselytizing,  which  yielded 
disappointing  results,  the  Presbyterian 
church  decided  that  a serious 
assimilative  effort  must  aim  at  capturing 
the  loyalty  of  the  younger  generation.  In 
order  to  wrest  young  Ukrainians  away 
from  the  bloc  settlements,  school 
homes  were  established  in  Teulon, 

Sifton  and  Ethelbert  in  Manitoba;  Prince 


Albert,  Canora  and  Battleford  in 
Saskatchewan;  and  Vegreville  and 
Vermilion  in  Alberta.  Pupils  were 
boarded  at  the  homes  and  attended 
local  schools. 

The  Vegreville  home,  which  housed 
about  100  Ukrainian  children  between 
1910  and  1924,  remained  in  existence 
until  1938.  The  policy  was  to  choose 
younger  children,  as  well  as  orphans 
and  children  from  the  poorest  homes, 
as  they  were  the  most  impressionable 
and  susceptible  to  assimilation.  There 
was  heavy  emphasis  on  work  and 
discipline.  Only  on  Sunday  evenings  was 
there  a Ukrainian-language  service, 
officiated  by  Rev.  Maksym  Zalizniak.  The 
use  of  English  was  strictly  enforced  at 
all  other  times,  and  an  attempt  was 
made  to  isolate  children  from  their 
families. 

For  all  the  Presbyterians'  efforts, 
their  goal  was  not  achieved.  The  few 
Ukrainians  who  converted  did  not 
become  leaders,  as  the  Presbyterians 
had  hoped,  but  were  usually  ostracized 
by  their  community,  which  considered 
them  traitors.  Nor  were  they  accepted 
as  equals  by  Anglo  Canadians.  Most 
graduates  rebelled  against  the  ideal  of 
assimilation,  and  many  became  leaders 
of  the  Ukrainian  Orthodox  church. 
Ironically,  the  major  result  of  the  home 
mission  programme  was  to  reinforce 
the  identification  of  Ukrainian  ethnicity 
with  the  two  traditional  churches. 


JARS  BALAN 

A special  seminar  was  presented 
on  1 March  by  Mr.  Balan,  a writer  and 
poet  now  living  in  Edmonton.  His  topic 
was  "Ukrainians  in  Alberta  in  the 
Context  of  Ukrainian  Canadian  History." 

Mr.  Balan  explained  that  his  interest 
in  the  Ukrainian  Canadian  past  originated 
in  his  efforts  to  trace  his  family 
history,  as  well  as  in  the  experience  of 
growing  up  in  a Jewish-populated 
section  of  Toronto,  which  made  him 
aware  of  his  ethnic  identity.  His  first 
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contact  with  Ukrainians  in  western 
Canada  occurred  in  1968,  when  the 
SUMK  choir  in  which  he  sang  toured 
the  Prairie  provinces.  Through  his  other 
travels,  Mr.  Balan  came  to  realize  the 
diversity  of  Ukrainian  life  in  Canada's 
various  regions,  which  he  has  depicted 
in  his  book  Salt  and  Braided  Bread: 
Ukrainian  Life  in  Canada  (Oxford 
University  Press,  1984). 

The  pioneer  period  of  Ukrainian 
settlement  is  stressed  in  his  book, 
explained  Mr.  Balan,  because  this  period 
is  best  covered  in  the  available 
literature.  Accordingly,  the  western 
provinces  loom  large  in  his  account. 
Alberta,  which  had  been  the  third 
largest  province  of  Ukrainian  population 
for  most  of  this  century,  moved  into 
second  place  in  the  early  1960s.  By 
this  time,  the  children  and  grandchildren 
of  the  pioneers  were  attaining  social 
prominence,  giving  Alberta  a leadership 
role  in  the  national  Ukrainian  community. 
It  is  no  accident,  said  Mr.  Balan,  that 
Ukrainian  life  in  Alberta  is  more  vibrant 
than  anywhere  else  in  the  country. 

Ukrainian  settlement  in  Canada  is 
considered  to  have  begun  with  the 
arrival  of  Ivan  Pillipiw  and  Wasyl  Eleniak 
in  1891.  Three  years  later,  Pillipiw 
settled  in  the  Edna-Star  district 
north-east  of  Edmonton,  where  other 
Ukrainian  homesteaders  were  already 
living.  In  spite  of  early  difficulties, 
Pillipiw  prospered,  his  life  becoming 
emblematic  of  the  "success  story"  that 
is  often  taken  to  be  the  reality  of 
Ukrainian  Canadian  history.  Eleniak  settled 
in  Chipman  in  1898,  losing  touch  with 
Pillipiw  despite  the  two  men's 
geographical  proximity. 

The  bloc  settlement  was  populated 
largely  by  Greek  Catholic  Galicians,  but 
there  was  an  Orthodox  minority  made 
up  of  Bukovynians  and  Russophile 
Galicians.  In  1897  Rev.  Nestor  Dmytriw 
became  the  first  Catholic  priest  to  visit 
the  settlement.  The  Orthodox,  for  their 
part,  wrote  to  the  Russian  Orthodox 
prelate  in  San  Francisco,  who 
dispatched  two  priests  in  the  same 


year.  Thus  began  the  Catholic-Orthodox 
rivalry  which  soon  led  to  conflict  over 
the  location  of  churches,  land  ownership 
and  relations  with  non-Ukrainian 
churches.  The  first  church  was  built 
jointly  by  Catholics  and  Orthodox,  but  a 
bitter  dispute  about  its  ownership  was 
waged  in  the  Canadian  courts  for 
almost  a decade.  It  was  not  resolved 
until  1907,  when  the  Privy  Council 
ruled  in  favour  of  the  Orthodox.  The 
religious  communities,  which  had  been 
separated  geographically  in  Ukraine, 
found  it  difficult  to  reconcile  themselves 
to  co-existence  and  remained  at 
loggerheads  for  decades. 

Cultural  life  began  to  develop 
among  Alberta's  Ukrainians  in  the  first 
decade  of  the  century.  Peter  Svarich 
donated  his  substantial  library  to  a 
Ukrainian  group  in  Edmonton,  laying  the 
basis  for  the  first  reading  club.  The 
first  newspaper  was  established  in 
1911.  These  developments  occurred 
somewhat  later  than  they  did  in 
Winnipeg,  reflecting  Alberta's  hinterland 
status.  By  comparison  with  other 
Ukrainian  settlers,  Alberta's  Ukrainians 
were  quite  mobile,  working  as 
lumberjacks  and  miners  in  order  to  earn 
desperately  needed  cash.  Mr.  Balan 
concluded  his  presentation  with  a 
number  of  anecdotes  illustrating  various 
facets  of  Ukrainian  life  in  the  province. 


BORIS  BRIKER 

The  last  seminar  of  the  winter 
term  was  presented  on  12  April  by 
Mr.  Briker,  a writer  and  graduate 
student  in  the  Department  of  Slavic  and 
East  European  Studies,  University  of 
Alberta.  He  spoke  about  literary  life  in 
his  native  Chernivtsi  in  the  1970s  and 
1980s. 

Mr.  Briker  pointed  out  that  prior 
to  its  incorporation  into  Soviet  Ukraine, 
Chernivtsi  had  been  a centre  open  to 
various  literary  influences,  producing  not 
only  lurii  Fedkovych  and  Olha 
Kobylianska,  but  also  the  eminent 
German- Jewish  poet  Paul  Celan  and  the 
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classic  Romanian  writer  Mihai  Eminescu. 
With  the  establishement  of  the 
Chernivtsi  branch  of  the  Writers'  Union 
of  Ukraine,  literary  life  was  standardized 
according  to  the  all-union  model.  The 
Chernivtsi  branch,  which  had  eighteen 
members  in  the  1970s,  differed  from 
other  branches  only  in  the  high  average 
age  of  its  members  ~ most  were  in 
their  sixties  or  seventies  --  and  in  its 
multinational  character:  there  were 
Jewish,  Romanian  and  Russian  writers  as 
well  as  Ukrainians. 

According  to  Mr.  Briker's  account, 
official  demands  upon  literature  have  so 
little  to  do  with  artistic  talent  that  the 
tone  of  Soviet  literary  life  is  hopelessly 
farcical.  Because  of  a party  resolution 
on  creative  youth,  for  example,  a 
campaign  was  mounted  in  the  1970s  to 
promote  the  membership  of  younger 
writers  in  the  Chernivtsi  branch.  A 
novelist  of  Mr.  Briker's  acquaintance 
advised  him  to  join  posthaste,  before 
the  current  resolution  was  eclipsed  by 
one  about  matters  of  greater 
consequence,  such  as  the  corn  harvest. 
The  head  of  the  Chernivtsi  branch  at 
the  time,  a party  hack  of  no  discernible 
talent,  could  not  be  induced  to  take  an 
interest  even  in  the  books  and 
manuscripts  he  was  supposed  to 
review.  When  Mr.  Briker  inquired  about 
this  lapse,  it  was  gently  explained  to 
him  that  the  man  in  question  was  the 
head  of  the  writers’,  not  the  readers', 
union.  Younger  writers'  complaints  about 
the  lack  of  suitable  themes  were  met 
with  exhortations  to  write  about  the 
region’s  most  imposing  edifice,  the 
Dniester  hydroelectric  station. 

The  high  road  to  literary  success 
was  writing  about  economic 
achievements.  When  Moscow's  premier 
theatre  staged  a play  about  steelmaking, 
complete  with  authentic  blast  furnace,  a 
Chernivtsi  writer  followed  up  with  an 
opus  on  local  construction.  Extended 
visits  to  collective  farms,  during  which 
writers  invariably  slipped  into  the  role 
of  Gogol's  inspector-general,  became 
commonplace. 


Successful  writers  take  considerable 
satisfaction  in  their  role  as  "engineers 
of  human  souls."  In  Chernivtsi,  a city  of 
200,000,  local  writers  make  as  many 
as  100  public  appearances  a year.  They 
arrange  with  local  officials  to  read  to 
workers  on  their  lunch  break  — 
regardless  of  interest  — in  return  for  a 
standard  fee  from  the  Writers'  Union. 

Mr.  Briker  commented  on  the 
continuing  prevalence  of  officially 
inspired  "fake-lore"  designed  to  show 
the  supposed  popularity  of  Soviet 
leaders  and  party  figures,  as  well  as  to 
counter  anti-government  sentiments 
among  the  populace.  One  victim  of  this 
policy  was  the  Bukovynian  folk  poetess 
Paraska  Ambrosii,  who  was  reduced  to 
writing  ko/omyiky  (rhyming  couplets) 
about  Stalin. 

Official  anti-Semitism  also  disfigures 
the  literature  written  in  Chernivtsi,  with 
writers  obliged  to  attack  Zionism  and 
Israeli  policy  in  order  to  fuel  the 
propaganda  machine.  The  multinational 
character  of  the  Chernivtsi  branch  is 
ably  exploited  by  Soviet  officialdom: 
writers  of  each  nationality  attack 
manifestations  of  "bourgeois  nationalism" 
among  their  compatriots.  It  is  common 
practice  for  newspapers  to  run  poems 
that  are,  in  effect,  versified  editorials 
praising  official  policy.  In  order  to 
emphasize  the  "brotherhood  of  peoples," 
such  poems  are  often  accompanied  by 
translations  of  virtually  identical  poems 
by  writers  of  other  nationalities. 

In  closing,  Mr.  Briker  referred  to 
the  difficulties  faced  by  the  prominent 
Ukrainian- Jewish  poet  Moisei  Fishbein, 
now  an  emigre.  He  came  to  Chernivtsi 
from  Kiev,  where  he  had  worked  with 
the  late  academician  Mykola  Bazhan,  only 
to  find  himself  denied  a work  permit. 
Even  so,  Fishbein  managed  to  assist  in 
the  first  Ukrainian  publication  of  Paul 
Celan's  poetry  in  the  journal  Vsesvit.
